FLAGS have 
appeared on fields 
in Llanmaes, 
marking out the 
route of the 
proposed Northern 
Access Road.

The access road is a 
Welsh Government 
project, which has been 
recommended for 
approval by Vale 
Council officers and will 
be heard before the 
planning committee this 
Thursday (September 7) 
at 4pm. 

It proposes a route 
from the main road 
(B4265) across fields to 
St Athan Business Park. 

There are likely to be 
objectors travelling to 
the planning meeting 
from Llanmaes and 
Llantwit Major. 

Representatives of 
Llanmaes Community 
Council, Llantwit Major 
Town Council, St Athan 
Community Council and 
a number of local 
residents, want to be 
able to speak. 

On the appearance of 


the flags, Llantwit Vale 
councillor Gwyn John 
commented: “So they 
are already marking out 
the fields for the access 
road. Is it all cut and 
dried?” 

Coun John will be 
speaking in opposition 
to the new road at the 
planning meeting and 
said he would be 
emphasising that he 
believes it is “an 
unnecessary project”. 

“If there were 20 
firms moving into the 
business park, with 
5,000 people being 
employed, it would be 
more understandable - 
but that is not the case.” 

Coun John said the 
Eglwys Brewis road was 
more than sufficient to 
service Aston Martin at 
the business park.

Cowbridge U3A history 
group’s visit to Newport 


ON August 24, a total of 32 members and 
friends of Cowbridge U3A’s history group 
went on a day’s outing to Newport. 

The coach left the Town Hall at 9.30am, and our 
first stop was for coffee in the Morgan Room at 
Tredegar House, where we sampled the famous 
National Trust shortbread. 

We then made our way to the Newport transporter 
bridge, where building of the bridge commenced in 
1902. It was completed and opened in 1906 at a cost 
of £98,000. 

The bridge is one of only eight of its kind 
remaining in use in the world. 

Some 12 members opted to climb the staircase 
and walk along the top to the other side, returning on 
the gondola. Other members took the gondola, both 
ways. 

From the bridge, we crossed over to the Waterloo 
Hotel, a Grade two listed building and former 
dockers’ pub, refurbished ten years ago into a hotel 
and bistro at the cost of one and a half million 
pounds, but retaining the decor of long ago. 

The landlord informed us that, when the dockers 
used to finish their shifts, there would be 600 pints 
of beer and 300 whiskies lined up ready. 

Here we enjoyed a hot and cold buffet, laid on by 
the hotel. 

Our last visit was to view the restoration of the 
15th century Newport ship. This was discovered in 
June 2002 on the west bank of the river Usk, during 


the building of the Riverfront Arts Centre. 

Members were split up into three groups, with a 
guide each, who informed us of the history and on¬ 
going restoration work being done, before it was 
time to return home to Cowbridge.

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LLANTWIT MAJOR 
LOCAL HISTORY 
SOCIETY IS 
ON THE MOVE! 





THROUGHOUT its 50-year 
existence, Llantwit Major 
Local History Society has met 
in the Town Hall for its lecture 
programme - though not 
always on the second 
Wednesday of the month. 

It was also the venue for a number 
of successful exhibitions in the time 
before the creation of the Heritage 
Centre. 

In this way the Town Hall continued 
to act as the centre point of the town - 
a role it has carried out for probably 
more than 600 years, starting as the 
administrative centre for the Manor of 
Boverton and Llantwit and its fairs and 
markets - then, perhaps, as a Guildhall 
for the glove makers in the town. 

It fell into decay during the reign of 
Henry VIII, but was rebuilt and while 
the ground floor may have been 
occupied by shops, the upper floor 
continued to be used as a meeting 
place. 

At some time it was acquired by the 
Church and the parish vestry meetings 
took place there. However, by the 
1830s, the Oddfellows leased the upper 
part of the Town Hall from the Church 


and carried out restorations, hence the 
symbols painted on the ceiling which 
were of relevance to their ritual. 

From then on, it has been the venue 
for concerts, parties, political hustings, 
lectures and dances. It has also been 
pressed into service as a cinema and, 
during World War One, an air raid 
shelter. For over a century, it has been 
under the control of various local 
councils. 

Despite this august history, the 
society has had to take a painful 
decision of moving their meetings 
away from the Town Hall. The access 
problems just militated against 
continuing. 

So on Wednesday, September 13, 
members will be heading for the 
Llantonian Hall near the rugby club for 
a talk on The Aubrey family of 
Llantrithyd in Tudor Times, 
commencing at 7.30pm. The society 
would welcome any help to set up the 
hall prior to the meeting, as well as any 
new members. The fee is still £5 pa. 

The society will continue to open its 
archives to the public in the Old School 
on Fridays from 2pm-4pm.

FUNDING SCHEME 


THE Vale of Glamorgan 
Council has launched a new 3 
year £670,000 funding scheme 
designed to support 
community-led organisations. 

The Strong Communities Fund has 
been created with the aim of making 
such groups less reliant on grants and 
developing innovative community 
initiatives and facilities across the 
whole of the Vale. 

The Waterloo Foundation, an 
independent charity offering financial 
support to projects throughout the UK 
and further afield, have contributed 
£60,000 of the total available, with the 
Council providing the rest. 

The fund will also be able 
to access planning gains 
money from Section 106 
contributions. 

It is hoped this funding scheme can 
help community initiatives become 
more sustainable instead of needing 
ongoing subsidies to cover running 
costs and one-off activities. 

This is a unique approach in Wales, 
expanding the range of funding that is 
available to support community 
projects. 

Applications for funding will be 
considered by a panel made up of 
Councillors and external partners, 
including individuals representative 
from of the Waterloo Foundation, 
public service partners and Glamorgan 
Voluntary Services, a charity 
supporting volunteer work the 
umbrella body supporting the third 
sector in the Vale. 

Rachel Connor, Chief Executive of 
GVS, said: “We are pleased to see this 
additional resource for the Third 


Sector in the Vale. The Sector has 
always been innovative and creative in 
its approach to funding. 

“This new resource will help 
encourage a more enterprising 
approach. GVS looks forward to 
supporting our members in accessing 
this new resource.” 

The fund can be used to finance 
feasibility studies, buy equipment, pay 
for building works and meet staffing 
costs. 

It is also available for small 
innovative projects, although there is 
no restriction on the sum that can be 
applied for up to the total amount of 
funding available.

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Welsh Government: 

‘Some people still 
wait too long for 
Wales NHS treatment’ 


“SOME people still wait too 
long for treatment.” 

That is what a spokesman for the 
Welsh Government said in response 
to criticism from Andrew RT Davies 
AM of waiting times for surgery in 
Wales NHS. 

The criticism followed a Freedom 
of Information (Fol) request made 
by the Royal College of Surgeons 
disclosed that more than 220 patients 
in Cardiff and the Vale had, by 
March 2017, waited longer than a 
year for surgery by the NHS. 

The Fol also showed that the 
number of patients across Wales 
waiting longer than a year had risen 
by 400 per cent over the past four 
years. 

Both facts have been described by 
the Welsh Conservative leader and 
South Wales Central AM Andrew RT 
Davies as “shocking and 
unacceptable”. 

Mr Davies said: “It’s about time 
the Welsh Government took action to 
address this scandal once and for 
all.” \ 

He added that it was “shocking” 
that there has been such an increase 
in patients waiting over a year for 
surgery. 

“It is a damning indictment of the 
Welsh Government’s handling of the 
NHS,” he said, adding “This [delay] 
can have huge implications for 
patients in terms of their job and 
livelihood.” 

However, the spokesman for the 
Welsh Government - who 
acknowledged that “some people 
still wait too long for treatment” - 
countered the criticism. 


He said: “Despite increased 
demand on the NHS in Wales, the 
health service is treating more 
patients, with the vast majority being 
seen within target times. 

“Over the last five years, referrals 
to hospital-based services have 
increased by around 20 per cent 
from 1.07 million in 2012-13 to 1.27 
million in 2015/16. 

“Increases in individual 
specialities are even higher, with 
orthopaedic referrals alone up 22 per 
cent. 

“Despite this, latest figures show 
over half of patients are waiting less 
than 10 weeks for treatment, while 
there has been a 28 per cent 
reduction in the number waiting over 
36 weeks in March 2017 compared 
with the same period in 2016. 

The spokesman said that the 
acknowledged delay in treating some 
patients, and said: “That’s why we 
established the planned care 
programme to help NHS Wales 
deliver sustainable services.” 

He added that health boards have 
action plans in place “to reduce long 
waits”. 

“In August,” said the spokesman, 
“Vaughan Gething AM, the Health 
Secretary, announced an extra £50 
million to help the NHS further 
improve waiting times. 

“Mr Gething expects to see 
performance improve as a result of 
this extra investment, so that every 
patient receives timely, high-quality 
care.”

‘Landmark building 
must be safeguarded’ 

- SAYS VALE COUNCIL LEADER 


VALE Council leader John 
Thomas has said the future of 
Penarth Pier and Pavilion must be 
safeguarded for everyone to enjoy. 

He and Coun Bob Penrose, the cabinet 
member for learning and culture, had a 
meeting with Penarth Arts and Crafts Ltd 
(PACL) to find out what the charity’s future 
plans were. 

Local people have been upset by reduced 
opening times at the venue and at the 
temporary closure of the cinema. 

Penarth Pier and Pavilion were restored 
in 2012-13 thanks to a £4m grant by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The council points out that PACL 
benefits from a peppercorn rent and was 
given £800,000 towards renovations - in 
addition to money from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund - and received a £100,000 
grant to help support the group during its 
first year of trading. 

Couns Thomas and Penrose say they 
were keen to further understand the issues 
that had previously led to the Pier cinema 
being closed as well as the reduction in 
opening times for the Pavilion. 

Coun Thomas said: “The Vale Council 
recognises the historic and cultural 
significance of both Penarth Pier and the 
Pavilion. 

“It is without doubt an iconic landmark 
that deserves to be put to effective use for 
the benefit of residents and visitors alike. 

“I am aware of the level of public 
interest in the future use of the Pavilion and 
since forming the new administration, I 
have taken an active role in discussions 
regarding the future of it. 

“I, along with my cabinet colleague Bob 
Penrose and officers, met with

representatives from Penarth Arts and 
Crafts Ltd recently, at the Pavilion to 
discuss the current situation and I have 
asked that officers continue the dialogue 
over coming weeks. 

“I remain resolute in my commitment 
that such an important location and 
landmark deserves to be put to sustainable 
and appropriate long-term use, that is open 
for all to enjoy.” 

Coun Penrose said he understood the 
strength of local feeling that the building 
must achieve its potential. 

“I want to assure all those who share an 
interest in the future of this cultural asset 
that what is of primary concern to me is that 
the Pavilion has a long-term and 
sustainable use of which the community of 
Penarth and the wider Vale can be proud. 

“To this end, we will continue 
discussions and as and when more 
information becomes available, we will of 
course share that information with all those 
with an interest.” 

Professor Tony Hazell, the chair of 
Penarth Arts and Crafts Limited, said PACL 
welcomed the recent visit by key members 
of the Vale Council 

He said: “This was Coun Thomas’s first 
visit to the Pavilion and we acknowledge 
the active role that he has played in 
discussions on the future of the Pier and 


Pavilion since taking up his role as leader. 

“During the meeting, we were keen to 
convey a clear message that the future of 
the Pavilion depends heavily on achieving 
long-term commercial sustainability. 

“This has to be the main objective of our 
development strategy following the award 
of an additional grant by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

“We shared our plans to increase 
revenue, particularly through the hosting of 
additional weddings and other family 
celebrations and also outlined the changes 
that we are making to extend our catering 
facilities. 

“A number of developments are already 
under way in the cafe and we are pleased to 
report that, with effect from the week 
beginning September 11, the Pavilion will 
be open from 10am to 6pm, Tuesday to 
Sunday inclusive. 

“Understandably, the councillors were 
keen to discuss our plans for the future 
operation of the cinema. 

“These plans are currently being 
developed by the staff and, given the 
essential requirement for an increase in 
commercial activity, we welcomed a 
number of helpful suggestions from the 
councillors regarding a wider range of 
activities that could possibly take place in 
the cinema auditorium. 

“Full details of these plans will be posted 
on the Pavilion website in due course.” 

Professor Hazell added: “We will, of 
course, continue to work closely with 
members and officers at the Vale Council 
and will continue to do everything possible 
to ensure the long-term sustainability of 
this important facility for the local 
community and beyond.”

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Council secures £9.8m in Section 106 ‘contributions’ 
for community schemes and affordable housing 


THE Vale Council 
secured financial 
commitments for 
£9.8m in the form 
of Section 106 
contributions from 
developers in 
2016/17. 

In the 12 months 
between April 1,2016 
and March 31,2017, a 
total of 23 planning 
permissions were 
granted which have 
been subject to S106 
agreements. 

“Once received, this 
money will be spent on 
public transport, 
walking and cycling, 
educational facilities, 
open spaces, children’s 
play areas and 
improvements to 
community facilities 
near development sites,” 
a spokesperson said. 

The council had also 
secured ‘in kind’ 
obligations, which 
developers will be 
required to deliver on¬ 
site, such as the 
implementation of 
public open space, 
affordable housing and 
public art. 

During the same 
period, £1.4m was spent 
on S106 schemes across 
the Vale. These included 
the Port Road 
Footway/Cycle Scheme 
in Barry, the Plassey 
Square play area 
improvements in 
Penarth, nursery 


provision at Gwenfo 
Primary School and the 
purchase of equipment 
for Murchfield 
Community Centre in 
Dinas Powys and Heol 
Llidiard Community 
Hall in Liang an. 

At the same time, a 
total of 217 new build 
affordable housing units 
were built by 
developers as a result of 
S106 agreements and 
were made available to 
local residents who 
would not otherwise 
have been able to afford 
housing on the open 
market. 

Coun Jonathan Bird, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and 
planning, said: “Section 
106 agreements are 
agreed in order to 
address the impact of 
housing developments, 
and, in many cases, to 
help improve the 
schemes themselves. 

“In recent years, the 
Vale has developed a 
very effective approach 
to maximising the 
contributions required 
from developers and 
pooling this money to 
fund schemes that make 
a big difference. 

“Only last month, it 
was announced that a 
new village hall will be 
built in Ogmore by Sea, 
thanks to £287,000 of 
S106 funding. This is an 
approach that works and 
one that we will 
continue to use to

improve and develop 
facilities across the 
county.” 

At the close of the 
last financial year, the 
council had £10.9m 
within its S106 account. 
The authority is 
committed to ensuring 
that local communities 
are involved in deciding 
how Section 106 
contributions are used, 
especially where 
contributions are 
received for public open 
spaces and community 
facilities. 

Public consultations 
on SI06 spending have 
recently been held in 


Penarth, Fferm Goch, 
Wenvoe and 
Ystradowen, and one 
will begin soon in 
Rhoose to determine 
how best to spend 
contributions of £86,876 
which is available now 
and a further 
£343,009,which is due 
in 2019. 

These can be used 
specifically for the 
provision or 
enhancement of 
facilities or services 
within the village, 
which meet local 
community needs and 
are available to the 
public.

American Made is Tom Cruise’s most 
enjoyable performance in years... 


N OW is 

probably not 
the best time 
to be Tom Cruise... 
His last cinematic 
effort, The Mummy , 
was a crushing and 
terrible 

disappointment, 
while filming on the 
latest Mission: 
Impossible film has 
been shut down 
after he broke an 
ankle doing a stunt. 

While Cruise retreats 
to lick his physical and 
mental wounds, he still 
has a film ready to go in 
American Made. A real- 
life story, he plays Barry 
Seal, a pilot recruited by 
both the CIA and drugs 
baron Pablo Escobar, to 
fly arms and drugs into 
dangerous territories. 

However, Seal’s 
juggling act soon comes 
crashing down around 
him and having played 
both sides, he has to 
keep his head above 
water... 

Tom Cruise's default 
recent setting seems to 
have been stuck in 
action hero mode. From 
the Jack Reacher films 
to the Mission: 
Impossible films and this 


summer’s The Mummy 
(shudder), Cruise has 
been comfortable 
exchanging gunfire, 
jumping off buildings 
and mining that 
blockbuster charisma. 

However good he is at 
this, there is something 
even more enjoyable 
when Cruise breaks out 
of his action box and 
essays characters with a 
little more depth and 
dimension. Take a look 
down his CV and the 
performances that really 
stand out, in recent 
memory at least, are the 
likes of hitman Vincent 
in Collateral and studio 
honcho Les Grossman in 
Tropic Thunder - you 
can now add Barry Seal 
to that list, as Cruise is 
superb in American 
Made, a frothy-yet- 
cautionary tale of one 
man’s rise, rise, rise and 
abrupt fall. 

It’s a tale that we’ve 
seen before in many 
ways - characters breaks 
out of the mundanity of 
their lives, are 
successful, make lots of 
money before they are 
spat out and struggle to 
arrest the decline - but 
in the hands of Cruise’s 
performance and Doug 
Liman’s direction, it 
makes for an 


entertaining cocktail of 
espionage, smuggling 
and politics. 

Liman gives the film 
a loose, vibrant feel, one 
that lacks a little in 
structure, but makes up 
for in terms of energy, 
and his keen visual sense 
guides the film through 
the story of Seal. 

That it’s a real story is 
amazing, a snapshot of 
distrust and unrest in the 
latter years of the Cold 
War, as countries sought 
to train and arm smaller 
nations in the larger 
battle - and Seal is our 
way in. 

It would be easy to 
have depicted Seal as 
cocky and smug, feeling 
untouchable as he rubs 
shoulders with the 
Medellin cartel and 
various other shady 
figures, but Cruise 
presents him as a man 
with one eye on the exit 
at all times, revelling in 
his new-found wealth 
and success, but 
conscious that it could 
all end tomorrow. 

Seeing Cruise in this 
kind of role is a 
pleasure, giving him the 
opportunity to do more 
than just run and shoot 
things, and he delivers a 
strong turn that the film 
is built around. 


None of the other 
characters really 
resonate, despite the best 
efforts of those involved, 
with only Domhnall 
Gleeson’s CIA operative 
feeding the narrative - 
but when Cruise is as 
watchable as he is here, 
that’s not a problem - 
the story of Seal 
conveyed wonderfully. 

When it all blows up 
around Seal, there’s no 
tortured soul bemoaning 
what he’s gotten himself 
into, merely the urge and 
desire to protect his 
family and himself, and 
Liman’s decision to 
downplay the fall, 
coupled with a move 
into the political 
landscape, means the 
film finishes strongly, a 
shot of cold reality 
sharpening the story, and 
how all of this came to 
take place. 

Arguably, the film 
could delve deeper into 
the whys and hows of 
the operation, but you 
feel Liman didn’t want 
to delve too deeply into 
that story; instead, by 
focusing on Seal and his 
actions, American Made 
engages without 
preaching, and makes 
for a hugely enjoyable 
offering.

There will be 
plenty of vintage machinery, a working steam 
plough and threshing machine and a horse 
ploughing demonstration. 

On the Sunday, these competitors, together with 
nearly 100 other entrants, take part in the All 
Wales Ploughing and Hedging Championships. 
This will see 10 different ploughing classes 
including World Style, High Cut, Vintage and two 
horse ploughing competitions. Competitors are 
travelling from as far as Cornwall and Cumbria. 
Both days begin at 9.15am with a procession of 



competitors to their plots. Other than ploughing, 
there will also be hedge laying and fencing 
competitions, as well as demonstration areas 
highlighting modem methods of farming and a 
number of trade stands. You can also see a cider 
press and thatcher at work, plus on Sunday 
afternoon from 3.30pm, there will be main ring 
entertainment provided by Merion Owen’s Quack 
Pack, Glamorgan Hunt and the Iron Horse Society. 

Oil4Wales is bringing its stand, which will 
include some Welsh mgby stars available for 
autograph signing. Fablas from Cowbridge will be 
providing delicious ice cream plus there will be a 
public bar and refreshment area. 

Entry is £10 for adults with children 16 years 
and under free of charge. 

Of note, the All Wales Championships, mn 
under the auspices of the Welsh Ploughing 
Association, was established in 1958 by the 
Radnor Valley Vintage Society who held the first 
Welsh Championships at Walton in Powys. 

At these first Championships, Glamorgan took a 
leading role and it was a Glamorgan ploughman, 
Henry Jones of Eunnon, who was crowned 
Champion Ploughman of Wales, a feat that he 
repeated on a further three occasions before 
retiring from competitive ploughing. 

Since those early days, the Championships have 
gone from strength-to-strength, with more 
competitions being added and competitors 
increasing to well over 100 each year. The 
Championships have since visited most parts of 
Wales, and Glamorgan has hosted the event on six 
occasions already - in 1963, 1972, 1982, 1995, 
2003 and 2010. 

To visit this year’s Championships, travel to 
Llantwit Major and follow the A A signs. Nearest 
postcode is CF61 1UH.

A JUDGE’S VIEW 

I HAVE been involved in competitive 
ploughing since I was 14 years old, 
following in the footsteps of my father 
and brother. 

About 30 years ago, I was asked to become a 
judge, a role which has taken me all over Britain. 

Over the years, the most frequent question I 
have been asked is, ‘What do you look for when 
judging a ploughing match?’ So I wanted to take 
this opportunity to outline the main points. 

Judges consider nine different categories, each 
worth 20 marks. 

Straightness and uniformity of the furrows (the 
long trench made in the ground by a plough) are 
most important. 

Furrows must be well packed with no holes 
allowing good weed control. 

The start (which is the first 11 or 12 furrows) 
must be uniform and level and the finish (the last 




eight furrows) should be uniform, shallow and 
clean. 

The overall appearance of the finished plot is 
usually a good indication of the quality of the 
ploughman. 

Ploughing is a very ancient and skilful way of 
tilling the soil to ensure a good seedbed for crops. 
While there are now many more modern methods 
used, competition ploughing keeps this skill alive. 

If you want to find out more, don’t be afraid to 
ask an official if you have any questions. 

This year is a particularly special year. We are 
returning to Boverton Place Farm, by kind 
invitation of the Thomas family of Pancross Farm 
and a perpetual Cup is being presented in memory 
of my brother and sister-in-law, Glyn and Barbara 
Davies, whose daughter Cathy lives at Pancross. 

This will be awarded to the best ploughman 
from the counties of Carmarthenshire, 
Glamorganshire and Pembrokeshire.

Place for an interesting and enjoyable day out for 
all the family.

Why EU Repeal 
Bill is so crucial 


to plan for Brexit 


T he eu 

Repeal Bill, 
due to be 
debated in 
Parliament this 
month, is central to 
the Government’s 
plan to exit the EU 
in 2019 because it 
releases Britain 
from more than 40 
years of the 
supremacy of EU 
laws. 

It also repeals the 1972 
treaty that made Britain 
a member of the EU. 

It is important that 
people realise that if the 
bill doesn’t pass, then 
Britain will remain 
under the remit of EU 
law. 

It is, therefore, very 
disappointing that there 
are reports emerging of 
MPs planning to oppose 
the bill. Any effort to 
oppose or dilute it - via 
a succession of wrecking 
amendments - would 
effectively prevent 
Britain leaving the EU, 
and would fly in the face 
of the decision Britain 
made last year to leave 
the EU. 

As chair of Change 
Britain and former 
Labour MP, Gisela 
Stuart, says: “The 
Repeal Bill is the first 
essential step in leaving 
the EU and will enable 
us to take back control 
of our laws in an orderly 
way. MPs must now do 
their democratic duty 
and vote for it.” 

MPs should work to 
make a success of 
Brexit, not try and 
frustrate last year’s 
referendum result. I 
would encourage those 
who feel as I do to write 
to their MP and ask them 
to support the bill and 
honour the will of the 
people to leave the EU. 

We need to show our 
politicians that we 
expect them to respect 
the result of the 
referendum. 


The battle starts with 
the Repeal Bill. The Bill 
will take a long time to 
get through the House of 
Commons and House of 
Lords. At every stage 
pro EU campaigners and 
their supporters in 
Parliament will fight to 
frustrate the process and 
weaken our resolve. The 
debate on the Repeal 
Bill starts next week and 
it is vital we apply 
pressure now.

Woodham Road plant: 

‘Let’s call it a power station’ 


1 HAVE been following much of the 
correspondence in your newspaper 
relating to the proposed ‘gasification’ 
plant now being constructed on 
Woodham Road, Barry, and am 
wondering why it is still being referred to 
as a ‘gasification’ plant, whereas in 
reality it is a power station, and I think it 
should be referred to as such. 

The title favours the developers, but not the 
general public who should be the important ones 
here. 

Gasification is just one part of the process of 
burning wood/gas, to create heat and drive turbines 
to create electricity for the national grid. 

It seems that Biomass UK No 2 appear to have 
used this term to distract the public about the fact 
that it is a power station, in much the same way as 
a conjurer distracts the audience’s attention, while 
he performs some sleight of hand, an old trick 
indeed. 

Biomass burning is an extremely inefficient 
method producing approximately 50 per cent more 
carbon dioxide than burning coal, and 
approximately four times as much carbon dioxide 
as burning natural gas, per unit energy produced 
(Reference PFPI data sheet). 

NRW in their information sheet (page 2) state 
that they will consider the following issues when 
they decide if they will issue a permit to Biomass 
UK No 2 to start burning wood in their power 
station: ‘Efficient use of raw materials, water and 
energy’... 

Any person writing to NRW can state that this 
plant is an extremely inefficient way of using raw 
materials, as shown above in the PFPI report 
(available online), so the application for a licence 
should be rejected immediately on this point alone. 

This leads to another issue stated by NRW as 
being something which they can consider, i.e. 

Rhoose to decide 
if the community 
council should 
be reinstated 

During the run-up to 
the local elections in 
May, views were 
expressed both for and 
against the suggestion to 
establish a council. 

The ability to have 
more direct control over 
local issues was 
welcomed, while 
concerns were raised at 
the additional cost of 
another level of 
government. 

It is important that as 
many people as possible 
attend the meeting - 
whether you are for 
against the proposal. 

Once the meeting has 
taken place, it will be 
too late to express your 
views until the vote in 
October.

‘Control of emissions’. 

I. like many other people, have tried wading 
through the infamous 1,000-page document at the 
public library in Barry searching for any reference 
to carbon dioxide emissions from this proposed 
power station, and been unable to find any 
reference to it whatsoever. 

This seems very strange to me, and I wonder if it 
could be some slight oversight on the part of 
Biomass UK No 2, or whether it is something they 
would rather we didn’t know too much about. 

I have seen figures from a similar plant in 
Derbyshire, which state that it will produce over 
4.3 million tonnes of carbon dioxide (the green¬ 
house gas) over its 25-year life span. 

If we do a pro rata calculation for the Woodham 
Road power station, we end up with about 150 
tonnes of carbon dioxide per day being poured into 
the skies above our town. 

Another quick calculation shows that is the same 
amount of Co2 as would be produced by an extra 
200,000 cars on the streets of Barry, every day. 
Definitely the ‘elephant in the room’ that they don’t 
want to talk about. 

I would urge everyone in the town to get the 
NRW information sheet, and write to them about 
these points, which they say they will consider 
before they make a final judgement on granting 
Biomass UK No 2 a ‘licence to kill’, and threaten 
the health of everyone in our town for the next 25 
years, children and grand-children. 

Sadly, it seems we have been let down by the 
elected representatives and other officials who 
should have sorted all this out years ago. 

It has been left to a small group of volunteers 
(DIAG) to try to mount a rearguard action against 
this multi-million pound conglomerate, who can 
spend £50 million on a power station, (before 
getting a licence), without blinking an eye, to 
salvage the future of our beautiful seaside town. 

It would be nice to have the comments of 
Associated British Ports, who have been very quiet 
while all this is going on, as I think they owe the 
people of Barry some sort of explanation on why 
they allowed Biomass UK No 2 to build this totally 
inappropriate power station so close to the centre of 
Barry, and effectively sterilise all the proposed 
regeneration which was supposed to take place in 
this area. 

It would be nice to hear from them.

* Time is short to 
save this uniquely 
tranquil church’ 


WITH regard to 
the Church of St 
Brynach 

(Llanfrynach), the 
detailed planning 
application 
(2017/00841/RES) 
for the Darren 
Farm development 
has now been made. 

With the previous 
outline approval having 
been given, all that can 
now be achieved to save 
the special character of 
the area is mitigation. 

One site very 
vulnerable to the 
development is the 
ancient church of St 
Brynach (Flanfrynach). 

There are several 
more accessible rural 
churches within the 
Cowbridge Benefice, 
and one cannot over¬ 
emphasise the uniquely 
tranquil character of 
Flanfrynach, nor the fact 
that the whole ambience 
of this church and 
graveyard depends on its 
isolation and freedom 
from human impact. 

It is the only place 
within reasonable 
walking distance of 
Cowbridge which is not 
affected by the rush of 
modern life, and where 
one can withdraw into a 
place apart. For that 
reason, it seems little 
known. 

To destroy this special 
feature by traffic noise, 
lights and adjacent 
building, would be an 
act of great insensitivity, 
and one which will 
materially degrade the 
quality of life for 
everyone who visits the 
church. 

The gradient of the 
new link road carrying 
heavy goods vehicles 
from the A48 to the 
Flantwit Major Road 
must seriously impinge 
on the quietness of the 


area. One now sees 
visitors sitting in the 
churchyard apparently 
lost in thought, listening 
to the bird song, and in 
quiet contemplation. 

Many local people, 
from the old to the 
young in push chairs, 
walked to the church in 
candlelight, for the very 
simple and atmospheric 
service to mark the new 
Millennium. 

This priceless local 
amenity will be lost for 
ever, unless something is 
done. 

The most obvious is a 
shelter belt of woodland 
between the new road 
and Llanfrynach Lane. 
The Section 106 funds 
from the development 
could be used for this, as 
could local funds and 
resources and possibly 
support from The 
Woodland Trust, Glas 
Tir, and other 
organisations. 

Readers may have 
noticed the yellow signs 
around the proposed 
development where the 
Head of Planning and 
Transportation, Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, 
Docks Office, Barry 
Docks, Barry, CF63 
4RT, has requested 
observations from the 
public on the likely 
impact of the 
development on this 
historic setting, 
under reference 
2017/00841/RES. 

Please write and 
express your support to 
protect this area, but 
time is short. 

Responses are due in 
by September 12.

Tudor came in for a spare ride at 
the Golden Valley Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases and brought 
home the bacon when landing the 
restricted open race on 12-1 
chance Ollardale. 

Ollardale, which had been 
pulled up on its two previous starts 
this season, finished 12 lengths 
ahead of Derring Ann ridden by 
west Wales’ Dai Jones. 

Julian Pritchard, who looks like 
clinching the national men's point- 
to-point championship, brought 
his season's tally of wins to 34 
with a treble on Lets Twist Again 
(Confined), Nether Gobions 
(Men's Open) and Robero 
(Maiden Division One). 

Nether Gobions came home 12 
lengths clear of the Llangibby 
horse Archer with the Llangeinor 
mare Doubting Donna, under 
Jamie Jukes, a further 18 lengths 
away in third place. 

Rip Van Winkle, confidently 
ridden by leading rider Alison 
Dare, made it three wins in a row 
in the Ladies Open race when 
accounting for Bowland Girl and 
Howaryadoon. Pip Jones’ mount 
Most Interesting was pulled-up. 

Merger Mania, a five year-old 
described by the experts as 
“having no sign of ability” and 
ridden by David Mansell was a 
14-1 winner of the second division 
of the Maiden. 

Sea Tarth, which ran in four 
point-to-points for 

Pembrokeshire's Fred Luff last 
season, and who failed to 
complete the course on each 
occasion, was a 33-1 winner of the 
bumper race at Bangor-on-Dee for 
Fishguard trainer Peter Bowen.’ 

SETTING THE 
RECORD STRAIGHT 
'Brian Lee has put the record 
straight. It was Chepstow 
trainer Milton Bradley's Grey 
Dolphin which was the first 


horse in the 20th century to 
achieve 10 chase wins in a 
season. 

However, if the racing experts 
in the national and regional press 
were to believed, not to mention 
television's racing scribes, Stately 
Home trained by Haverfordwest's 
Peter Bowen and Lambourn- 
trained Imperial Vintage - who 
both have nine wins apiece - are 
challenging for that very honour. 

Last Wednesday, Brian faxed a 
well-known daily racing paper to 
inform them that all the racing 
journalists and racing historians 
seemed to have forgotten - that 
during the 1983-84 season, Milton 
Bradley's Grey Dolphin had won 
10 handicap chases.' 

‘A few days later Brian 
received a telephone call from the 
racing paper's statistician 
informing him that he was indeed 
correct and that he would do 
justice to Grey Dolphin by writing 
an article in the paper listing the 
horse’s achievements along with 
that of Bradley's Mighty Marine, 
also mentioned in the fax that 
Brian had sent to the paper. 

During the 1970s, Mighty 
Marine, a winner of 24 races, won 
seven consecutive races in the 
space of five weeks and three 
days. 

Milton Bradley had graduated 
to the ‘sport of kings’ after being 
involved in point-to-point racing 
for some years and trained that 
good mare Octroi, a winner of 22 
races under Celia Conley.’ 

Needless to say it was the daily 
racing paper's statistician that took 
all the credit for the information I 
had supplied him.

THE Harbour Road 
Causeway Scheme has been 
completed by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, after 
its final stage saw the car 
park receive a £250,000 
upgrade. 

Designed to improve access to 
the Island for pedestrians and 
cyclists, the project has seen 
widespread work take place over a 
four-year period, initially as part 
of the Barry Regeneration 
Programme. 

First, access around Friars Point 
was improved before the Council 
spent around £1 million to 
improve traffic flow to the Island 


by upgrading the road layout at the 
Ship Inn junction. 

Other work has seen the 
footway widened, railings, 
lighting and seating refurbished 
and flood defences enhanced. 

The new pedestrian and cycle 
route connects Old Harbour Road 
with the rest of the Barry 
Waterfront network and is already 
proving popular with walkers, 
cyclists and runners. 

It is part of a sustained period of 
upgrading work undertaken at 
Barry Island, which has included 
significant improvements being 
made to the Promenade and 
Gardens. 

The development will continue, 
with the Nell’s Point toilet block 


next in line for some attention. 

Coun John Thomas, Leader of 
the Vale Council, said: “It’s great 
to see this long-term project reach 
its conclusion, after an extensive 
programme of works that has seen 
access to the Island significantly 
improved. 

“We hope people from the Vale 
and further afield will come and 
enjoy this new pedestrian and 
cycle route. That, in turn, can help 
promote a more active, healthy 
lifestyle, which we are committed 
to offering our residents. 

“Barry Island has been 
transformed in recent years and 
now stands tall as a coastal resort 
of the very highest standard.”

Woodburn's magic ignites 
Wales' World Cup hopes 



B ACK in June, after a battling, 
Gareth Bale-less, Welsh side 
earned a hard-fought point in 
Serbia, the mood was less of celebration 
and more one of contrition. 

Yes, travelling to the group's leaders and coming 
back with a draw, especially when you're without 
your talismanic attacking force, was a superb result, 
but when it's your fifth draw in six games, and 
you're still adrift of the top two in your qualifying 
group, then the positives feel a little less satisfying. 

It all meant that September's double header of 
fixtures, at home against Austria and away to 
Moldova, took on the air of 'last-chance saloon'. 

Failure to take maximum points from these two 
games, regardless of events elsewhere, would 
almost certainly mean the end of Welsh World Cup 
hopes; six points from six points, however, and the 
light at the end of the Group D tunnel would be 
that much brighter. 

After Tuesday night the group looked even better 
than most would have expected, Wales' two wins 
coupled with the Republic of Ireland taking one 
point from their two games meant Chris Coleman's 
team now sit in second place with two games to go, 
the last one being against Ireland at home, their fate 
now squarely in their own hands. 

The turnaround started Saturday night, in front of 
yet another bumper crowd at the Cardiff City 
Stadium, with Wales, boosted by the Republic of 
Ireland's draw against Georgia, knowing a win 
would get them to within two points of Martin 
O'Neill's second-placed team, and their own 
qualifying campaign back on the right track. 

If they began with the fervour and passion of a 
team determined to hit the ground running then 
they were soon pegged back by Austria's ability to 
control possession and dictate the game. 

Threatening, albeit from distance, the visitors 
saw several chances spurned, the best falling to 
Arnautovich who should have done far better with 
his opportunity, and it was Chris Coleman's men 
who were the more relieved to go in at half-time 
level. 

Needing a better foothold in the game, Coleman 
changed from the 3-5-2-1 formation that had seen 
Sam Vokes toiling up front, and changed to a more 
direct 4-3-3, Jazz Richards being sacrificed for 
Andy King, who would bring stability to the 
midfield and allow Bale and Tom Lawrence more 
opportunity to get forward, the absence, through 
suspension, of Joe Allen to break up Austria's 
monopoly of possession more than apparent. 

The formation change gave Wales a boost, but 
the pivotal moment of the game - and maybe the 
campaign - came in the 69th minute, as Vokes and

If the effort and will to win was exemplified by 
Bale's last-ditch tackle as an Austrian attacker bore 
down on goal, then just minutes later it shone 
through from the stand to the pitch. 

The singing of the Welsh national anthem during 
the game began in that incredible 1-0 win against 
Belgium two years ago, a way to motivate and raise 
the flagging spirits of the players, and as it echoed 
around the stadium the ball fell to the feet of 17- 
year-old Woodburn. 

Showing composure and awareness that belies 
both his age and experience, Woodburn looked up 
and struck the ball cleanly with his right boot, the 
ball flying past Austrian keeper Lindner into the 
back of the net, and sending Wales into absolute 
raptures. 

Coleman's faith in the boldness of Woodburn's 
youth paid dividends, and if Austria fancied their 
chances of pegging Wales back, then they were 
given short shrift by the team's defensive effort. 

In fact it was Wales who should have 
comfortable put the game to bed, Robson-Kanu 
selfishly blasting over when Bale was free and 
unmarked, before hitting the post with another 
effort, and Bale was denied as his outrageous 
overhead kick was saved by Lindner. 

It wasn't always pretty, and certainly not easy, 
but it was a vital and important win, one that set up 
the trip to Moldova on Tuesday night. 


Wales had never previously won in Moldova, a 
statistic that proved sobering to those still high on 
the fervour of Saturday, and were certainly not 
going to be in for an easy ride from the hosts. 

In fact, much like Saturday night Wales huffed 
and puffed at the Moldovan defence only for the 
final ball or shot to be laking in quality. 

Moldova, for their supposed minnow status, had 
a few opportunities of their own but the scoreline, 
much like Friday, was 0-0 at half-time. While some 
fans would boo their team off were they goalless 
against a smaller nation, the mood seemed to be 
one of optimism, that the breakthrough was 
coming, yet the second half again saw Wales get 
themselves in good positions only to waste the final 
effort. 

It was the arrival of Woodburn again that seemed 
to galvanise the team, the space that Gareth Bale so 
frequently used to exploit being given to the 
teenager, and his run down the left wing with 10 
minutes to go was followed by an inviting ball into 
the box. 

It wasn't the cleanest header Hal Robson-Kanu is 
ever likely to make, but it did the job, beating the 
Moldovan keeper and easing Welsh nerves. 

Aaron Ramsey's deflected effort added the 
cherry on top in injury time, the 2-0 win hardly 
vintage but it did the job, and, crucially, with Serbia 
beating the Republic of Ireland in Dublin to 
seemingly ensure top spot, allowed Wales to 
leapfrog the Irish into second place going into the 
final round of games. 


With Wales currently the worst second-placed 
team of the groups, at least four points will be 
needed from the last two games to both ensure 
second place and, hopefully, be one of the eight 
teams that contest the play-offs for the World Cup 
finals. 

Top spot isn't out of the question, but with Serbia 
requiring a win from their last two games it's likely 
to be the play-offs should Wales do what they need 
to. 

The two wins have injected a new sense of 
positivity amongst the squad and the public, 
knowing that their fate is in their own hands, 
something that Coleman would likely have taken at 
the start of the qualifying group, and probably 
would have bit your hand off had it been offered in 
June! 

Also the emergence of Ben Woodburn has been a 
huge fillip, the youngster still in the very early 
stages of his career but who has shown flashes of 
brilliance in the opportunities he's had, the catalyst, 
arguably, for these two fine results. 

While the over-the-top praise that has been 
excitedly handed out has been a little too much, 
there is no doubt that if managed correctly 
Woodburn will be a huge force for club and country 
going forward, and has certainly put his name in 
the hat for next month's crucial double-header. 

Wales' World Cup fate lays squarely in their own 
hands now, the door to Russia a little bit more ajar 
- let the nail-biting commence!
